learn to do well" (Isaiah 1:16. 17». 
In Romans 12:0 Paul says virtually 
the same thing as Isaiah in slightly 
different words: 


"Abhor that which is evil: cleavi; 


to that which is good." For Jew 
or fur Christian; in fact for those 
of religion, in any time or place, 
the essential of the good life is the 
same. 


It Is righteousness, man's will- i. 


ingness to live according to what • 
he knows to be best. 


But the Christian life, what God 


intends us to be, is not all found 
in personal goodness. The Christian 
lite is a life of relationships. Man 
does not live alone. He has privi- 
leges and duties in relation to his 
fellowmen as well as to God, and 
the nature of his life toward God, 
in its reality and integrity, is. in 
fact, determined largely by what 
man is toward his fellowmcn. 
« 


"If a man say, I love God; anrt * 


hateth his brother, he is a liar; 
for he that lovclh not his brother 
whom he hath seen, how can he 
love God. whom he hath not seen?" 
CI John 4:20). 


This all becomes plain and very 


specific, and also very applicable 
to our present-day world of racial, 
religious, and sectional prejudicics. 
jealousies and hatreds. 
Consider 


not only the words and cxanipl" 
of Jesus, but Saint Paul's 
very jj 


vivid and practical definition of th<< 
meaning and 
effect 
of the 
now 


life in Christ. 


In many passages Paul describes 


the "new man," 
"renewed in 


knowledge after the image of Him 
that 
created him" 
(Colossians 


3:10). "If any man r>c in Christ," 
he wrote (II CorinUuans 5:17), "he 
is a new creature; oid things arc 
passed 
away; behold, all things 


are become new." 


How really new all things should *^ 


be to this "new man" became 
very evident when Paul put It ail 
in very definite and practical at- 
titudes and relationships, man with 
man. That ancient world was n 
world in which slavery was the 
common lot and condition of men 
In addition there were all sorts ot 
hatreds 
and prejudices, just as 


'there arc in the world today. 


It was not altogether a coinci- 


dence that the strongest word that. 
Paul could have expressed con- f, 
corning these things should have 
been expressed 
to the Christians 


in the church at Colossae. It was 
there in that church that Philemon, 
the master, was a leader to whom 
Paul sent back from Rome thr> 
converted run-away 
slave, One.si- 


mus. 


But what Paul wrote went far 


beyond the relationship of slave anrl 
master. Paul wrote about a life nnd 
a world, "where there is neither 
Greek nor Jew, circumcision nor ;r 
uncircumcision, 
Barbarian, Sc.v- 


thian, bond not free; but Chhist is 
all and in all" (Colossians 3:11). 


That is Christian democracy. But 


how far human democracy 
lags 


behind, and what a long way 
wo> 


must go before we catch up with 
Paul, or attain to what God in- 
tends us to be!
